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Israel again snubs 
Egyptian proposals 


TEL AVIV. Dec. 31 (Agen- 
cies) — The Israeli cabinet re- 
jected Sunday Egyptian propo- 
sals for amending the draft 
peace treaty berweeo the two 
countries but Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said negotia- 
tions may resume within two 
'weeks. 

The cabinet decision was 
transmitted by telephone to 
US. ambassador to Israel 
Samuel Lewjs, the national 
radio said, and Tel Aviv ex- 
pected to hear from the Arae- 
r.^jans later in Lhe week about 
. renewal of the peace talks 
with Eg}pt 

The radio said Defence Min- 
ister Ezer Weizraan and Minis- 
ter - Without - Portfolio Haim 
Landau did not participate in 
the vote and Agriculture Minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon abstained. 

"The government expresses 
its readiness to continue the ne- 
gotiations with Egypt,” Begin 
said after the cabinet meeting 
devoted in part to the peace 
_ talks that went into a stall during 
the visit of V.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance earlier this 
month. 

He repeated Israel's refusal 


to negotiate the contents of a 
side letter spelling out the ar- 
rangements for grafting autono- 
my to the Palestinians in the oc- 
cupied territory. 

But Begin said Israel is will- 
ing to discuss the' final line-up 
of forces after it withdraws 
from, the Sinai without a five- 
year commitment for such a 
review suggested by Egypt. 

The cabinet rejected the U.S. 
interpretation of Article 6 of 
the treaty which deals with the 
priority of the pact over pre- 
vious agreements such as 
Egypt’s commitment to other 
Arab states. 

According to Israeli officials, 
the American position on Arti- 
cle 6 is that the treaty does not 
have priority over previous ag- 
reements. 

The prime minister said the 
cabinet endorses a letter from 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
to U-S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance which "negates 
completely the American inter- 
pretation." 

"The government of Israel 
will approach the United States

New settlement bid thwarted 


TEL AVIV, Dec. 31 (Agen- 
cies) — Israeli army troops 
blocked another attempt by 
Jewish nationalists to establish 
an unauthorized settlement in 
the occupied West Bank Sun- 
day. 

Army sources said military 
roadblocks bolted a caravan of 
trucks and cars carrying equip- 
ment and would-be settlers to 
a new site outside Nablus, 30 
miles north of Jerusalem. 
Other barriers were set up 
near Qalqilya to prevent sup- 
porters of the nationalist Gush 
Fmunim settlement movement 
from entering the West Bank, 
the sources said. 

Members of the group af- 
firmed Saturday nighi That 
they would go ahead with 

pfcins Sunday to defy govern- 
ment orders and establish a 
new settlement in the region. 

The movement earlier sent a 
fetter to Pome Minister Me- 
nahem Begin describing the 
proposed settlement. 

In a last-minute attempt to 
halt the settlement. Begin Sun- 
o&y sent Deputy Defence Mi- 
nister Mordecfaai Zipori to 
meet the settlers in Kadum, 
one of the first Jewish settle- 
ments established in the West 
Bank since Israel occupied it 
in 1967. 

The Kadum residents told 
reporters after conferring with 
Zipori that he had not brought 
any significant offers from 
Begin which would persuade 
them to abandon their scheme. 

It was the third settlement 
attempt in a week as the Gush 
Emunwp — bloc of the faith- 
ful — tried to push the S°~ 
venunent into ending its free- 
ze on new settlements. Soldiers 
forcibly evicted the settlers 
from two other West Bank 
hefa last week.

Arafat describes 1978 
as year of Victories 


BEIRUT. Dec. 31 (AP) — 
Palestinian commando leader 
Yasser Arafat declared that 

1978 was a year of “victo- 
ries” over Zionism and that 

1979 wffl be a year of “fire, 
light, hope and crucial surpri- 
ses” in the Middle East con- 
flict. 

In a message Saturday, mar- 
king the 14th anniversary of 
the launching of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
Arafat vowed to “smash these - 
American-guided machina- 
tions” and block the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace drive. 

Text of the message was dis- 
tributed here Saturday night 
by 'the Palestine News Agen- 
cy Wafa. 

“Our outcry must read! 
every comer in the globe,” 
said Arafat. ‘There will be 
no peace or stability in tins 
region if .the national richts 


of the Palestinian people are 
ignored-” 

He pledged to strugge 
against “the imposed peace, 
because we wfll accept only a 
just peace, not the peace of 
the hegemonic powers which 
seek to gain control over the 
sources of (Arab) oil .” 

Arafat rejected the U.S.- 
sponsored Camp David peace 
framework between Egypt and 
laael and dismissed Egyjrt’s 
« caH' for Jfclestinian autonomy

He. said the past year wk-

TEHRAN. Dec. 31 (Agen- 
cies.) — Hundreds of Iranians 
were reported killed Sunday as 
soldiers loyal to the Shah open- 
ed fire on demonstrators wag- 
ing a stepped up campaign to 
topple lhe monarch, opposition 
leaders and witnesses said. Tbe 
violence ' came despite the 
Shah’s announced intention to- 
leave the country. 

The worst violence was in 
the northeast Iranian city of 
Mashhad, where religious lea- 
ders claimed “at least 700” 
people were killed by gunfire. 

That figure could not be con- 
firmed but physicians at Mash- 
had said morgues were filled 
and hospital wards and corri- 
dors were jammed with wound- 
ed. 

Elsewhere in the embattled 
country, Americans and other 
foreigners stepped up evacua- 
tion plans and the Shah him- 
self planned to leave for 
“medical treatment and relaxa- 
tion” as soon as a civilian gov- 
ernment can be formed to re- 
place his military regime. 

Many embassies in Tehran 
have ordered the evacuation of 
all non-essential personnel. 

The United States, whose 
foreign policy supports the 
Shah’s regime, held to a more 
determined line, recommending 
only that dependents of Ame- 
rican citizens working in Iran 
leave the country temporarily. 

The U.S. embassy emphasiz- 
ed that it had not ordered an 
evacuation and said its recom- 
mendation was based on shor- 
tages of essential items such as 
oil and gasoline and was made 
“in light of conditions prevail- 
ing.” 

As durk fell at Mashhad, 
many buildings were in flames 
and sporadic firing continued. 

Religious leaders at Mashhad. 
600 miles east of Tehran and 
near the Soviet and Afghan 
borders, said they believed 
Sunday’s onslaught by the sol- 
diers was ■ prompted by fra- 
ternization the previous day 
between some troops and the 
anti-Shah demonstrators. 

Some soldiers handed over 
their arms to religious leaders 
in Mashhad on Saturday, when 
scores of demonstrators were 
.killed and buildings were burn- 
ed. 

Early Sunday thousands of 
demonstrators gathered around 
the house of Ayatollah Sayed 
Abdullah Shirazi. a powerful 
religious leader who demands 
tbe Shah abdicate. 

A group of the demonstra- 
tors broke away and ‘attacked 
an army command post. Then, 
according .to. witnesses, soldiers 
opened fire, killing 14 persons 
in the vicinity of the" Ayat- 
ollah’s house, which was pock- 
ed with bullets. 

Witnesses said tanks and 
armored personnel carriers 
then raged through the town, 
firing at will. 

“They shot at anything in 
sight,” said a witness who 
opposes the Shah. 

Other witnesses said troops 
fired on hospitals and that 
some demonstrators were cru- 
shed by tanks in front of tbe 
governor-general's office. 


House investigation concludes 


Kennedy assassination probably conspiracy 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AT) — The US. House of 
Representatives Assassinations Committee concluded Saturday 
that President John Kennedy “was probably assassinated as a 
result of a conspiracy” and that a conspiracy likely was behind 
the murder of Marlin Luther King Jr. 

The comznsttee's report, released at the end of a two-year, 
$5.8 million investigation, contradicted the Warren Commis- 
sion’s conclusion that Lee Harvey Oswald alone was responsible 
for Kennedy’s slaying in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. 

It also differed with the FBI and other government agen- 
cies which concluded that King’s murder in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, on April 4, 1968, was the work of one man — James 
Eaii Ray. 

The panel said its conclusion in (he Kennedy case was 
based on new accoustical evidence chat “establishes a high 
probability that two gunmen fired at President Kennedy.” It 
also said that other scientific evidence “does not preclude the 
possibility of two gunmen firing at the president.” 

Tbe committee said it “believes, on the basis of the cir- 
I cum sianrial evidence available to it, that there is a likelihood 
that James Earl Ray assassinated Dr. Martin Luther King as 
a result of a conspiracy.” 

However, the panel did not state its reason tot concluding 
that a conspiracy was possibly behind the murder of King, the 
famed civil rights leader and Nobel Peace Prize winner. The 
pftpd indicated it would dte its reasons when it issues its 
report, proba bly a? Afeap h.

Reached in Atlanta, Abernathy said: “I feel that the com- 
mittee did not go far enough and has not brought us very mitth 
information.” He has accused J. Edgar Hoover, the late FBI 
director, of having played a role in the assassination.

Hoover was involved in the assassination of Dr. King and I

Mrs. Gandhi has frequently 
used the “political vendetta” 
label to describe the policy of 
India’s ruling party and gov- 
ernment in prosecuting for her 
alleged offenses during her 
1975-77 emergency rule.

Asian leaders see better times ahead 


MANILA, Dec. 31 (UPI) — 
Asian leaden gave their tra- 
ditional New Year's messages 
Sunday and most saw 'better 
times ahead. 

President Ferdinand Marcos 
said the Philippines should 
strive to achieve national uni- 
ty, and the outcome of 1979 
would rest “on the kind of ef- 
fort and sacrifices we are pre- 
pared to make regardless of 
the difficulties.” 

“We shall need to exert our- 
selves more to end the conflict 
in the south if we are to ac- 
hieve full national unity and 
security and full normaliza- 
tion.” he said. 

In Tokyo Japan’s new Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira said 
3ns nation will strive to main- 
tain peace and stability in Asia 
in connection, with the norma- 
lization of relations between 
China and the United States. 

Tlie 68 -year-old Ohira. who 
assumed power Dec. 8 after 
his upset victory over former 
Premier Takco Fukuda. sard 


establishment of diplomatic 
ties between Washington and 
Peking took place without tou- 
ching on the Japan-U.S. secu- 
rity treaty and also without 
bringing any change to the 
“substance of the international 
ritiiation in the peripheral 
area." 

“Japan will endeavor to 
maintain stability and peace m 
this area and wiH keep a full 
understanding between Japan 
and the United Stales.” said 
Ohira. 

He said he does not believe 
Soviet-Japan ese relations are 
“cooling off’ because Tokyo 
and Peking exchanged instru- 
ments of ratification of a pea- 
ce treaty in October. The trea- 
ty called for opposition to 
“superpower hegemony," 

winch Moscow said was direc- 
ted at the Soviet Union. 

“Japan and Soviet relations 
have made steady progress in 
the political, economic, scien- 
tific, cultural and other fields 
since diplomatic relations were 


restored" Ohira said. “Japan 
is satisfied with the develop- 
ment in JapamSoviet relations 
and 1 believe the Soviet Union 
is satisfied, too." 

“We will be patient in ne- 
gotiating with the Russians on 
the territorial i<sue. We expect 
Foreign Minister (Andrei Gro- 
myko) will visit Japan at an 
early date," he said. 

Touching on the Tokyo sum- 
mit of industrially advanced 
nations scheduled for next 
June, Ohira said it may be dif- 
ficult for Japan to achieve the 
seven per cent economic pow- 
th rate that former Premier 
Fukuda promised at the Bonn 
summit last summer. 

On Vietnamese refugees, 
the prime minister appeared 
reluctant to allow refugees to 
settle permanently in Japan. 
But fae indicated the country 
is arising to continue to offer 
financial assistance ttaough 
tiie United Nations. 

In Seoul. President Park 
ChungHhee said South Korea 
will continue its drive for pro- 


sperity this year in its effort 
to realize a welfare state in 
the 1980s. 

“We ought again to make 
this year a valuable one in 
preparation for the great ad- 
vance of the future, ” Park said. 

“We are determined to cons- 
truct a welfare society charac- 
terized by compassion and jus- 
tice and based on an affluent 
industrialized society,” Park 
said. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 
(R) — The Organization of 
American States (OAS) has 
called on Nicaragua to refrain 
from attacking or threatening 
Costa Rica. Rs Central Ame- 
rican neighbor. 

The Costa Rican government 
for OAS protection af- 
ter Nicaraguan President Ge- 
neral Anastasio Somoza threa- 
tened to invade Costa Rica. 

Somoza said on Wednesday 
his troops would attack Costa 
Rica if the Costa Rican go- 
veromeot continued to protect 
guerrillas' striking across the 
border at the Nicaraguan Na- 
tional Guard.

Chief Investigator Hlwooo 
Driver said they are stall pro- 
bing- a theory that lack of fuel 
caused the crash and also sav- 
ed the lives of 31! but 10 
the 185 people on board. 

Sixty people were hurt. IS 
of them seriously, but rescue 
officials described the survaval 
of so many people in Thursday 
niriX’s crash as a miracle. 
They said it was mainly be- 
cause of the absence of fire at 
the crash scene. 

“We are investigating ail 
possibilities into why the plane 
crashed and these include a 
fuel shortage,” chief investiga- 
tor & wood Driver said Satur- 
day. 

Three of the plane’s fuel 
tanks were ruptured in the 
ecash but the fourth remained 
intact. The investigators, from 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board, hope to be able 
this weekend to check the fuel 
level. 

The four-engined plane, 
which had started out from 
Now York, carded over Port- 
land Airport for nearly an 
hour after the pilot, 52-year- 
old Malburn MoBcoom, said 
he was haring; landing-gear 
trouble. 

Driver said the pilot radioed 
shortly before the crash That 
he had 3,000 pounds of fuel, 
the equivalent of 480 U.S- gal- 
lons, which could keep the 
plane flying for more than 20 
minutes. 

But rescue officials said the 
pilot sent a distress signal just 
before inspect that the’ engines 
were cutting out. 

The plane clipped some fir 
trees 10 fcUometens from the 
airport, crashed into an un- 
occupied house, and came to a 


stop close to a second empty 
house. 

Rescue workers who were 
fiisi on the scene reported a 
strong smell of fud oil. 

Another factor believed to 
have saved the lives of so mu. 
ny passengers was that the fir 
trees slowed down the plane 
before it hit the ground. 

Gacy house 
bodies may 
exceed 32 

CHICAGO, Dec. 31 (R)— 
Police digging for more bod- 
ies under the house of sus- 
pected ex-convict John Wayne 
Gacy, now expect the number 
of victims to exceed 32, mak- 
ing it the biggest mass murder 
in American history. 

The police have so far ear- 
thed 27 bodies at the suburban 
home of the 36-ye^r-cta. 
twice-divorced builder. 

If more than 32 bodies are 
found, the mass murder toll 
would be higher than the 3l 
California “trash bay" killings 
for which Patrick Kearney 
was jailed for life early m 
1978. 

When Gacy was arrested 
last week, he told police he 
had strangled boys and young 
men. 

He said he buried 26 or 27 
of them under his house and 
threw five or six other bodies 
m a nearby river, according to 
police. 

When police searches un- 
earthed six more from under 
the house, the total stood at 
27, but they still had not 
searched the whole area and 
spotted what looked like more 
shallow graves.

It 
was from these encounters that 
U.S. diplomats John Service 
and John Davies reported that 
Mao Tse-tung and Chou J&n-iai 
— rather than the Nationalist 
leader Chiang Kai-shek — were 
riding the wave of China's 
future. 

Their diplomatic acuteness 
bought them disgrace and per- 
secution after the Communist 
victory as conservative Ameri- 
cans sought to pin the blame 

for what they called “the loss 
of China.” 

The United Stales snubbed 
the infant People's Republic in 
1949. rejecting a secret initia- 
tive from Chou, the new prime 
minister. 

War in Korea followed by ■ 
the entry of Chinese “volun- 


teers” against American sol- 
diers. soured the relations until 
the mid-1950s when Chou 
made another overture, and 
wax again turned down. 

It was not until the early 
1970s that the United Slates 
showed willingness to deal with 
the government in Peking. Pre- 
sident Richard NLxon’s visit 
here in 1972 officially set the 
United States on the diploma- 
tic road which culminates in 
Woodcock’s little party. 

^Ironically it was Teng. in 
disgrace at the time of the 
Nixon visit, who fulfilled Chou

Causing ‘starvation, bankruptcy and lawlessness’ 

West is driving Rhodesia to Marxism, Smith says 


SALISBURY, Dec. 31 (AP) — Prime Minister lan Smith, 
sounding alternately desperate and angry, accused the United 
States and Britain in a New Year’s broadcast Sunday of help- 
ing drag Rhodesia to starvation, bankruptcy and lawlessness 
and render it ripe for a Marxist takeover. 

Smith, in a 20-minute nationwide radio and television adr 
dress at the end of the Moodiest year in Rhodesian history, 
made his most urgent appeal yet for Western support for the 
transition administration. 

Accusing the United States and Britain of “deceit and 
treachery,” the usually stoic Smith said, “they, and they alone, 
have the key to bringing a quick solution to our bleeding 
land.” 

“Why, in the name of heaven, do they persist in mis- 
leading us like this? Why do they continue to side with the 
terrorists?'’ 


Smith has said he will step down as Rhodesia's leader 
next April when universal suffrage elections are scheduled 
among the 6.8 million Macks and 260,000 whites. 

Guerrilla leaders Robert Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo 
denounce the internal settlement readied last March between 
Smith and three moderate Mack leaders as a sell-out because 
of its special safeguards for the white minority. 

The Communist-armed forces of the Patriotic From have 
escalated the war markedly through 1978. Half the total war 
dead were killed in 1979. 

Western powers, taking the view that the domestic agree- 
ment cannot bring peace, have refused Salisbury's pleas for 
support and an end to 13 years of sanctions. In^ead they 
have made a series of fruitless attempts to bring the internal 
and guerrilla leaders to the negotiating table. 

Smith complained at length that the free world aids Mar-

A recent opinion poll showed 
that SO per cent of Australians 
opposed further immigration of 
Asians. The Australian govern- 
ment has committed the coun- 
try to take more Indochinese re- 
fugees at the current rate, but 
is doing its best to keep the 
whole question and its prob- 
lems away from the public 
«po'light. 

Immigration Minister Mackd- 
lar says that the Indochinese 
refugees who had arrived so far 
in Australia had integrated very 
well. 

“I would not say for a mo- 
ment rhat there has been wide- 
spread antagonism, but there 
has been community concern 
about the arrival of unauthoriz- 
ed boats carrying refugees," he 
said. 

"There is a concern about the 
risk of public health and about 
the possible introduction of exo- 
tic plant or animal diseases." —

Future of U.S. -Taiwan ties 


Soviet provocations against Iran

TEHRAN — 

Two instances of Soviet mili- 
tary provocation were directed 
against Iran in the last two 
weeks, a highly reliable Western 
source said here. 

Die bolder of the two was an 
overflight of more than an hour 
by 10 MiG jet fighters of the 
Soviet air force on Dec. 10. 
the source said. The tighten 
penetrated more than 620 miles 
into Iran from the Caspian Sea 
coast, turning back only after 
they reached the city of Shiraz 
deep in the southwest, he said. 

According to the source, the 
Shah personally made the deci- 
sion to ignore the overflight and 
ordered both his own American- 
made jet fighters and Hawk 
antiaircraft missile batteries not 
to respond. 

A day or two before the 
overflight, the source claimed, 
ai least one and perhaps several 
skilled Soviet aircraft techni- 
cians slipped clandestinely into 
the Iran air force’s main base 
at Tabriz near the Soviet bor- 
der in northwest Iran and sabo- 
taged several American-made 
F-5 jet fighters. 

Earlier reports about the sa- 
botaged fighter planes had 
blamed discontented Iranian air 
force enlisted men for tamper- 
ing with the control mecha- 
nisms in an effort to cause the. 
jets to crash after takeoff. The 
sabotage was discovered before 
any of the planes left the 
ground, however, and there were 
no accidents. 


The source said tint both 
Americans and Iranian intelli- 
gence agencies have discounted 
the possibility that dissident en- 
listed men were responsible. The 
job involved very complex elec- 
tronics and was too sophistica- 
ted for ordinary air force techni- 
cians to accomplish. They are 
convinced that one or more very 
capable Soviet specialists did it, 
he said. 

The source would not specu- 
late on whether the two inci- 
dents were connected, but it ap- 
peared possible that the over- 
flight had been planned in or- 
der to provoke the Iranian air 
force into scrambling — atid 
thereby losing — the sabotaged 
F-5s. 

A spokesman for the Penta- 
gon in Washington said his 
agency bad no knowledge of the 
events, as did a representative 
of the National Security Coun- 
cil. 

The deep penetration by the 
Soviet MiG* according to the 
source came on the feat of two 
days of massive but mostly 
peaceful demonstrations against 
the Shah at a time when senior 
Iranian, officers reportedly were 
worried about the morale and . 
discipline of their men. 

An incident involving the 
loss of several of the expensive 
F-5 jets would have further ero- . 
ded morale, particularly in the 
air force, had it occurred. 

According to the source, 
Iran’s military premier. Geo. 
Ghdbmreai Azhari, was alerted 
the moment the Soviet planes 


vffe picked up by the network 
of radar warning stations that 
covers the 1,000-mile Iran-So- 
viet border. Azhari was said to 
have gone immediately • to the 
Stub who, after further reports 
of the steadSy deeper penetra- 
tion, decided not to react to-the 
provocation. 

Why the Shah readied the 
decision to ignore the overflight 
was not known. It also ^was not 
known whether the Iranian mo- 
narch was aware at the time of 
the discovery of the sabotaged 
F-5s at Tabriz. If he hod been 
aware of the sabotage and fear- 
ed that other Iranian aircraft 
also had been tampered with, it 
might explain Ins reluctance' to 
scramble his planes- 

Another possible explanation 
of the Shah’s decision could 
have been the fear of a major 
diplomatic crisis with die Soviet 
Union at a time when (us power 
has been substantially weakened 
by religious protest, strikes and 
severe economic dislocation 
throughout Iran. 

Such a crisis also could have led 
to a serious coafrootati on bet- 
ween the Russians and the Uni- 
ted States. Both Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev and Pre- 
sident Carter have sternly warn- 
ed each other against any direct 
■interference in Tran’s domestic 
crisis. 

But the greatest mystery of 
the overflight remains: Why the 
Russians undertook such a risky 
and provocative venture at a 
time when, the Kremlin’s official 
stance has been to it is 

keeping hands off Iran. (LAT)

WASHINGTON — 

Die United States and China 
open a new era in relations ' 
Monday, setting aside ideologi- 
cal differences to forge a poli- 
tical link that could have last- 
ing impact on the global power: 
balance. 

The Chinese will host a 
simple evening ceremony here . 
at which U.S. Vice President 
Walter Mondale and Chinese 
diplomat Chai Tse-xnin wfifl 
toast the establishment of nor- 
mal relations between the 
world’s richest and most popu- 
lous countries. A ceremony also 
will be held at the U.S. diplo- 
matic mission in Peking; 

US. recognition of Peking 
also will result in a simultan- 
eous end to official relations 
with the Republic of China 
(Taiwan). 

Officials said the flags at the 
Taiwan embassy in Washing- 
ton and at its 14 consular offi- 
ces around the United States . 
were to be lowered for the 
last time on New Year’s Eve. 
AU . Republic of China name 
plates will be removed from 
the buildings as well. Similar 
activities will be carried out at 
US. offices in Taiwan. 

■Nonetheless, most of the 
personnel at the respective 
facilities in both countries will 
remain on duty, serving as 
transition teams which wfll 
work out ways to maintain 
trade and cultural ties between 
the United States and Taiwan 
on an unofficial basis. 

That process is expected to 
be completed by March I, 
when Washington and Peking 
formally exchange ambassa- 
dors. Also on that date, the 
official designations of . the 
two countries’ diplomatic mis- 
sions wfll change from liaison 
offices to embassies. 

In agreeing to normalize 
relations, the United States and 
China have cast aside bitter 
memories of past conflict, ran- 
ging from open warfare in 
Korea in the early 1950s to 
angry debate over ideological 
differences. 

The American side no lon- 
ger talks about toe need to 


“contain Red China." US. 
President Jimmy Carter, who 
has prided himself in loosening 
ties with . totalitarian regimes, 
showed his pragmatic side by 
moving decisively to consoli- 
date the C hina connection des- 
pite that country's highly res- 
trictive internal policies. 

. For its part, Peking has 
dropped its xenophobic out- 
look and its Unbending oppo- 
sition to "American imperial- 
ism and its running dogs.” 

The unstated assumption is 
tiiat the United States and 
C hina have been drawn toge- 
ther by their deep mutual sus- 
picion of the Soviet Uniop. 

It is 'unclear just how Soviet- 
American and Sino-Soviet rela- 
tions wiU be affected by the 
new accommodation between 
Washington and Peking. 

Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev said last week that a 
normal U.S.-Cbina relationship 
is a "natural matter.” But he 
also indicated that he has deep 
reservations over the anti-hege- 
mony clause in the Dec. 15 
Washington-Peking communi- 
que. Hegemony is a favorite 
Chinese word to describe what 
they perceive as Soviet expan- 
sionist tendencies. 

G corgi Arbatov, a ranking 
Soviet expert on the United 
States, also has said it is not 
possible to "reconcile detente 
with attempts to make China 
some sort of military ally of 
NATO." 

But former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger sees toe 
China link as a plus for U.S.- 
Soviet ties. “Good relations - 
with Peking make for good re- 
lations with Moscow,” Kissin- 
ger said' recently. 

There is 6ome basis for 
Kissinger’s prediction. In 1972, 
toen-President Richard Nixon 
traveled to Peking in February- 
and then, ushered in the de- 
tente era with the Soviets just 
three months later with bis visit 
to Moscow. 

On '-the other hand, U.S. 
relations with both Peking and 
Moscow declined simultaneous- 
ly in the mid-1970s.

On the situation in Iran, 
“Al-Medina" asked if it was

But to remain aloof, while 
toe country bleeds until others 
farther away come forward 
with alternatives and solutions, 
will only aggravate the situa- 
tion and weaken Islamic soli- 
darity." 

On the Eritrean situation and 
Soviet designs in the region. 
“Al-Medina" said the Soviet 
Union “had to sacrifice its 
alliance with Syria and Iraq, 
who supported the Eritrean 
liberation movement, when it 
realized that it could find a 
base in the Red Sea that is 
dose enough to the sources of 
oil. 

"The base would also enable 
them to back up their Indian 
Ocean fleet. So they threw their 
lot behind the regime of Men- 
gistu Haile Meriam. It is ironic 
to note that certain Palestinian 
and Eritrean Marxist groups 


have assiduously been liquidat- 
ing toe Muslim vanguards of 
the Eritrean liberation move- 
ment in the hope that the 
Soviet Union would persuade. 
Ethiopia to deal with the re- 
maining Marxist factions. 

“The Soviet Union encou- 
raged the Eritrean and Pales- 
tinian groups to believe that 
this can be done. But while the 
Muslim fighters were being eli- 
minated from the battlefield, 
the Soviet Union signalled the 
Ethiopians to launch their on- 
slaught on the remaining ones, 
— red or otherwise — and re- 
gained control of the whole 
region. The next step would be 
for the Soviet Union to de- 
clare the Red Sea an interna- 
tional waterway, and not an 
Arab lake as Syria and Iraq 
Uke to think. While we can 
understand the Soviet Union's 
attitude — as it springs from 
Its own national interests, we 
cannot fully comprehend the 
attitude of the Marxist regime 
in South Yemen which has de- 


clared that saying toe Red 
Sea is an Arab lake is a flag- 
rantly reactionary and imperia- 
list conspiracy.”

Death in Beirut

A common device in writing 
historical romance is to fair* 
as fee protagonist of fee novel 
a character peripherally invol- 
ved in public events. Equating 
fee extent to which fee book 
succeeds wife how completely 
the characters represent the va- 
rious political and social ten- 
dencies at play is a constant 
hire. K is ah but' iire&ibie jd 
writing about Tawfiq Yusuf 
Awwad ’s “Death h Beirut”. To 
avoid fee danger would be to 
ignore what must have been fee 
creative incubus which lay coil- 
ed m the author’s mmd as he 
wrote: 

Death hi Beirut is accessible 
to English, readers in Heine- 
znann’s Arab Authors Series, 
which has brought out transla- 
tions. of works by such writers 
as tie Egyptian novelist, Na- 
guib Mahfooz, and fee Pales- 
tinian poet, Mahmoud Darwish. 
In fee case of Awwad, who ser- 
ved tor many years m various 
diplomatic posts wife fee Leba- 
nese Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs, fee translation was done 
conscientiously and fluidly by 
Leslie McLougfalio. This labor 
was achieved in fee Leba- 
nese moutoain village of Sheat- 
hs, wtfehi sight and sound of 
fee cavil war which Awwad’s 
novel foreshadows. 

The story is that of Tamkna 
Nassoor, a girl from a poor 
village in South Lebanon, who 
daiws, crawls, and cries her way 
through the double fekket of 
Beirut politics and family cater 
By Western standards, 
she is an idealized heroine, high- 
spirited and dauntless, the Arab 
counterpart of an Imperiled 
Pauline, roped to fee rads in 


fee path ot an onrushing 20th 
Ceotury Limited. The people 
wife whom she has to deal' are 
either vsUians of a Dickensian 
piteh or paragons of virtue. 
There is no confusing, in the 
vast array of characters which 
Awwad marshals in his moral 
fable, the heavies from the good 
guys. Yet jt j s his characteriza- 
tion feat fee author is some- 
times at his most puzzling. 

Tamima is the most solidly 
three-dimensional and sympa- 
thetic of Awwad’s creations. 
Little is done, however, to ex- 
plain to a .reader unfamiliar 
wife Lebanon how such an en- 
ergetic and politically commit- 
ted person could emerge from 
a village like Awwad’s Mabdiy- 
ya. 

Tamima can be a credible 
figure only to someone who 
knows from personal experience 
fee ideological tunnoul of areas 
like South Lebanon in fee ear- 
ly 70’s. A more serious weak- 
ness of the book is Awwad's 
construct of Tamima ’s boy- 
friend, Hani Raai. He is de- 
picted as a young Rightist who 
hovers above the events of fee 
novel. Raai descends upon re- 
quest to issue judgements on 
matters big or small with a con- 
fidence which most readers will 
find bard to distinguish from 
sheer smugness; The tension 
which arises between Tamkna 
and Hani is the most interesting, 
the most refreshing, and cer- 
tainly fee most critical aspect 
of the novel. 

“You see, Hani,” she writes 
in her notebook, “we are still in 
disagreement, you and I. On 
this, too, we disagreed yctfer- 
day. From the start you said 
we would disagree over many 
things. And this is my way — 
different from yours in the 
end. But is h really fee end? 

I can’t imagine that jt is. I 
can’t I can’t” 

Unfortunately fee probing of 


the conflict between Tamima 
and Hani is fee most shallow in 
fee book. One Is left wife ‘fee 
impression that Awwad, for aH 
his bold sorties through regions 
previously uncharted in Arabic 
literature, is less at ease here. 
He prefers to - sketch — to sug- 
gest vrife poetic flights of fan- 
cy — rather than to analyze 
what jg at stake between fee 
two. Despite the paragraphs, 
devoted to his homiletic theoriz- 
ing Hani emerges as a proper 
twit, priggish and callow. The 
question of social privilege; 
which howls down through, fee 
pages of this book, seems irre- 
levant if not meaningless to fee 
saintly young do-gooder of 
Deir MutilL By contrast, the 
portrait of Tazzuma’s seducer, 
Raima, done cp in satanic 
blacks and blood-chilled purples 
is more competing than fee 
author probably intended. His 
long speech at the bedside of 
his ailing landlady is one of fee 
most stunning passages of fee 
book, a splendid example of the 
tendentious, meandering dia- 
tribe much in vogue among fee 
Lebanese intelligentsia during 
the period after the June, 1967, 
war. 

As a guide to fee problems 
which beset fee country during 
fee late '60’s. Death hi Behut is 
of particular value to those who 
approach it m complete ignor- 
ance of the situation during 
those tumultuous years. The 
plot is sometimes incredible, but 
as far as facts are concerned, 
the author is on solid ground. 
Tawfiq Ynsuf Awwad knows 
has own society. His novel is 
woven wife fee sort of detail 
feat explains fee internal me- 
chanisms which triggered the 
Lebanese civil war. EEs char- 
acters are tossed about on fee 
waves of public strife, more at 
the money of fee forces operat- 
ing at that time than in control 


of them. Hie word "destiny,” 
is a key one: “The way of my 
destiny,” Tamima writes in ha 
notebook; “I am going to fol- 
low K to fee limit.” fa a con- 
clusion which moves too fast 
and melodramatically to be 
easily digested, she decides to 
join fee Palestinian resistance 
or a Lebanese facsimile of it. 
The reader is left in some 
doubt because fee writing here 
as elsewhere in the book glides 
— effortlessly but irritatingly — 
through vales of poetic imag- 
ery, unvoiced thoughts and va- 
garies, to plunge without warn- 
ing into cold prose. This is a 
problem partly of translation, 
although McLoughtin has done 
all that could be expected of 
any translator. 

fa fee company of popular 
American and British authors of 
fee twentieth century, Awwad 
is an anachronistic writer. Elis 
view of malevolence, and fee 
clash between self-awareness 
and traditional loyalties, is 
more closely related to popular 
Victorian entertainments than 
era in which we live. But to 
assess hU work out of fee con- 
text of Arab literature does it 
a dear injustice. Inside feat 
context Death hi Beirut is auda- 
cious on many counts. Its more 
enthusiastic admirers have hail- 
ed it as a masterpiece. One sus- 
pect* that reviewers in 1972, 
when fee Arabic original ap- 
peared, must have quibbled wife 
Awwad’s pessimistic conclusion 
in which his much-abused her- 
oine declaims on the separation 
of the paths which she and 
her beloved Hani must follow: 
Each, k would seem, has his 
own destiny to pursue. Yef* 
wife fee wisdom of hindsight, 
we can recognize the prophetic 
quality of Awwad’s virion. Leb- 
anon has yet to muddle through 
fee tragic mess whose middle 
passage is so eloquently essayed 
m this book.

Kin PEAK, Arizona — 
The Papa jo Indians consider 
Kitt Peak to be a sacred place. 
It is easy enough to see why. 
On a dear day, the visibility 
from the Rocky Mountain, 40 
rates (64 bus) southwest of 
Tucson, is remarkable- The 
mountains on the Baja Cali- 
fornia peninsula, 200 miles 
(320 km?) to the west, peek 
over the horizon. Even on a 
hazy day, when thunderstorms 
have stirred up the dust in the 
desert valleys below, the visi- 
bility may be 100 miles '160 
tans) or more. 


Bui it was Kitt Peak's win- 
dow on the night sky which 
caught the eye of astronomers 
during the 1950s, when more 
than 150 different mountain 
ranges were studied as possi- 
ble sites for a new U.S. natio- 
nal observatory. Kitt Peak's 
combination of persistently 
dear, dry weather and its re- 
moteness from the bright lights 
of urban sprawl made it an 
ideal candidate. Since the 
6,882-foot (2065 meter) peak is 
within the huge Papa go Reser- 
vation in southern Arizona, 
permission was needed before 
any construction could besin. 
Indian leaders were reluctant 
Co lease Che land until several 
of the Papagos accepted an in- 
vitation to look through the 
University of Arizona's 36- 
inch (91 ems) telescope. They 
were greatly impressed by what 
they saw and soon allowed, 
“the men with the long eyes” 
to use the moun taint op. 

That was 20 years ago. and 
today Kitt Peak, with its 15 
research telescopes, has grown 
to be the most active astrono- 
mical observatory in the world. 
Kitt Peak is at the center of 
a modern effort to answer 
some ancient questions: What 
are the stars? How are they 
bora? Does the universe have 
any Innate? what wall be its 
ultimate fate?

range, which rises out of the 
Sonora Desert. Yet it bas been 
so comfortably transformed to 
the purposes of astronomy that 
visiting scientists consider it to 
be the grand hotel of observa- 
tories. A 12-mile (19 kms) 
highway winds to the top of 
the peak at a gentle two per- 
cent grade. Viators make the 
day-long drive to Kitt Peak 
in great numbers lo enjoy the 
sweeping views from the sum- 
mit. 


But at 4 p-m. each day, the 
mountain is dosed to visitors. 
In the single-story brick dor- 
mitories, the late-sleeping as- 
tronomers have already started 
to rise for the long nigta’s 
work ahead. After a 5 pan. 
dinner in the cozy cafeteria 
atop the mountain, the astro- 
nomers break i^to smaH 
groups and walk along the dar- 
kened paths of the mountain 
to the white-domed telescope 
buildings, which dot the peak 
like mushrooms. 


Although sunset is still se- 
veral hours away, observing 
teams have already started 
their search for reference stare 
to calibrate and fine-tune their 
instruments. Even during day- 
light, the brightest stars can be 
picked up by the Kin Peak 


telescopes. A moderate-sized 
instrument, like Kitt's 84-indh 
(215 ems) telescope, has tre- 
mendous resolution. (The size 
of a reflecting telescope refers 
to the diameter of its primary 
mirror). 


Later, as a full moon rises 
over tbe mountain, the stillness 
is interrupted regularly by the 
rumble and creak of the ghost- 
ly observatory domes rotating 
on their tracks to allow the 
telescopes within to fix upon 
stars. Some of the domes are 
noiser than others, producing 
muffled echoes in the natural 
bowl of the summit. Yet one 
of the largest domes, shelter- 
ing the 84-inch telescope, is 
muted enough that its move- 
ment e 3 " startle unknowing 
possersby who look up to see 
the dome — about as tall as 
a 4-story building — turning 
slowly in the moonlight. 


The peak is dominated by 
the dome of the 4-meter (158- 
inefc) optical telescope. The 
structure rises 19 stories from 
the highest point on the sum- 
mit. The sense of space within 
■the darkened dome, particular- 
ly at night, is overwhelming. 
The effect is heightened since 
only a narrow slice of the sky 


is visible. The stars, suspended 
above as if in a painting, bec- 
kon one to rush outside from 
the observatory floor and take 
in the whole sweep of the sky. 


The pathways near some of 
the Kitt Peak buildings are 
lined with small red light?. 
Inside the observatory domes, 
the red motif continues as an 
aid to night vision. For ma- 
neuvering in darkened areas, 
the eyes are slightly more sen- 
sitive to red wavelengths- The 
stairs in the domes have red 
lights. Even the elevators in 
the large 4-meter dome are 
bathed in red. Yet when one 
actually ventures into the work 
areas of the dome, there comes 
a rude awakening from the 
cool, dreamy netherworld out- 
side. The astronomers work in 
comfortably warm, wett-light- 
ed rooms that are invariably 
equipped with high-quality ste- 
reo systems. 

Wfcfle computers handle 
most of the chores at obser- 
vatories these days, there is 
still room for human ingenuity 
and patience. The telescope will 
automatically track the object 
across the night sky, but the 
astronomers still most take 
care of the fine tuning. (News- 
day).

Ruizao’s role in Brazil's development

JI-PARANA, Brazil — The light-plane pilots at the fron- 
tier airstrip stared in amazement. The incoming aircraft- cer- 
tainly was the strangest they had ever seen. 

They knew it w«s a Braver, but a biplane Beaver, with ihe 
second set of wings set back from the main ones, wider but 
shorter and' stubbier? 

When it taxied up to park, they realized the second “wing" 
was the blade of a Caterpillar D-4 bulldozer, balanced cross- 
wide throu gh , the body of the plane with both doors taken off. 

Ruizao (big boy) Carlos Freire had done U again on one 
of his weird cargo -carrying trips to the tin-mining camps in • 
the jungle of Brazil’s northwest territory of Rondonia. 

That was 10 years ago, when Rondooia’s tin miners lived 
legends rivaling those of the Klondike or the California Gold 
Rush. 

The "tin rush” is over now and the romance has been 
replaced by big companies and efficient machinery. Bm. Ruizao 
is stiff here, bigger than ever, still flying and more prosperous 
and organized than in the early days- 

One of the daredevils of the frontier, Ruizao has been 
through it all — the tin rash, the opening of the great highways 
such as the Transamazonica, the establishment of the new 
Amazonian settlements and cattle ranches. 

Today he has his own airline, running a scheduled service 
within Rondonia with five small planes. But many of has 
passengers remember the days when, if something could be 
done with a smaH plane, Ruizao would try iL 

Ruizao, now 45, was born in Santos, the port for Sao 
Paolo, and began flying k> 1954 in the south, of Brazil Kit 
he had a yearning for adventure and moved to Cuiaba, the 
capital of Mato Grosso, in 1968 and flew in equipment in a 
secondhand Cessna 185 to new ranches being opened up 
there- 

He soon beard about fabulous profits to be made flying 
prospectors to the tin diggings in remote Rondonia territory 
and flying the ore out to Porto Velho. 

"It was the first, and the most romantic and exciting of 
three phases of development I've been through here,” Ruizao 
said. "The only way into tbe diggings was by smaH plane, 
and we'd take anything in, including the bulldozer. We had to 
take that to pieces and assemble it in the jungle. 

“We used to dismount a jeep, cut the body and chassis 
into pieces with an oxy- acetylene torch and weld them together 
in the jangle. Once we tried to ake in a big refrigerator, the 
kind they use in a big bar. But it stuck out of the door of 
the small plane, and there was no way we could balance it. 

"The plane gut off the ground, but the pilot had to come 
back. He sadd the weight was tipping the plane so much he’d 
have to fly the whole way there on his side, and who the hefl 
would bohl the refrigerator in?”

“More than a -dozen pilots died in one pmod of th^ 
vears an d there were scores of crashes. In tenris of lakwffr 
and landings the main airstrip of the region. the Flying Club 
at Porto Velho, was one of the busiest airp orts in the world. 

“But there was no air traffic control, communications, no 
weather service and it’s a very dangerous area to fly in, with 

rapid changes of weather. . 

"Sometimes we had two planes landing from opposite ends 
of the runway am* then braking tike crazy to avoid head-on 
crashes. There were two or three crashes a month with planes 
badly damaged. They were raichcd up and put right bade 

into the air.” r ... . 

Ruizao had his own share of crashes, one while he was 
carrying a load of meat' and chickens. The plane somersaul- 
' ted. "When they got to me, there was raw meat, blood and 
feathers all over the cabin and all the animals screeching.” 

The prospectors were moved out of Rondonia in 1971 
by the government when tin mining was mechanided- Then 
Ruizao and other pilots competed for contracts to carry food 
and equipment to tbe topographers- and construction workers 
building the Transamazonica highway, which, cuts across the 
Brazilian Amazon 3.500 miles (5,600 kms» from the Atlantic 
to the border of Peru. 

Settlers swarmed in to replace the prospectors, and Brazil's 
major airlines linked Rondonia to the distant cities of the coun- 
try. But there was no air service to the territory's small towns 
and settlements. 

Ruizao started one. 

Controlling it from his office at the Aero Dub landing 
strip in Porto Velho, Ruizao is deskbound. Over 6 feet tall, 
he is struggling to keep his -weight down, and still flies when- 
ever he can, not only to maintain his pilot’s license, but because 
be doesn't want to lose touch with his customers. (LAT) 


Cholesterol level and heart attacks

LOS ANGELES — For 
yeans it has been assumed that 
lowering the cholesterol level 
in persons with abnormally 
large amounts of fate in their 
blood wfli reduce their chances 
of having a heart attack— but 
nobody has been able to say *> 
for sure. 

A study aimed at learning 
file answer is about to he 
started by a team of University 
of California School of Medi- 
cine researchers working in 
conjunction with their teems 
in Minnesota and Arkansas. 

While experiments whh a 
arniar goal have been tried in 
the past, they have always In- 
volved either low-fat diets or 
cholesterol-lowering drags. 
This study employs gi nger y. 

About 15 years ago surgeons 
at the University of Minnesota 
devised an operation on the 
small intestines that causes 
food to bypass a sequent of 
the intestines where cholesterol 
n absorbed. The operation is 
similar to — bat should not 
be confused with — the opera- 
tion to control obesity. 

The operation, which has 
been done on about 200 per- 
sons in the US. so far, appears 
to lower the cholesterol level 
by a much laxger percentage 
than is possible with ether diet 
or drugs, according to Dr. Al- 
bert YeTIin, associate professor 
of surgery, and Dr. David 
Blank enbora, professor of me- 
dicine at DSC 

While diet can lower choles- 
terol an average of 13 percent 
and drugs can hang it down as 
much as 25 percent, su rge ry 
lowers k 40 perce n t and, when 
combined with diet, a reduc- 
tion exceeding 50 percent is 
possible, they said. 

Yefim and Bhnkenhom are 
currently recruiting about 300 
persons, both male and female, 
between the ages of 30 and 50 
who have had one heart attack 
— but no more — during the 
last five years, to take part in 
the study. . 

The patients most Have a 
cholesterol level of at least 220 
and meet certain other medical 
criteria. 

Half of the patients wifi be 
placed on a cholesterol -lower- 
wig diet and the other half 
will receive the surgery plus 
the (Set. the resea neb era said. 

Periodically tor five, years 
X-ray. piatores will be taken 
of ‘tiie coronary arteries and 
of major arteries in the abdo- 
men to learn whether atheros- 
clerosis, the disease process 
tint ooonrs in arteries as a pre- 
hide to a heart attack, fa pro-, 
grossing or dunraisfcng. 

Statisticians estimate that a 
total of 1.000 patients win 


have to be evaluated in orifer 
to make a valid determination 
of whether the surgical opera- 
tion is more beneficial ttian 
diet in lowering the death rate 
and also In preventing atheros- 
clerosis.

It had been known for ipany 
years that cholesterol : brftaks 
down in the body to- fora 
substances called bile fedda 
These bffe adds, which pour 
into the intestines to be mixed 
.with food passing through. 
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- normally are absorbed back 
into tbe system at the .Lower 
end of the small intestine. 

The surgery proposed by the 
USC researchers rearranges the 
connection between the sms. 1 * 
and large intestines so that the 
area near the end of the small 
intestine where bile adds are 
absorbed is bypassed. 

Unlike the intestinal bypass 
operation that has been used 
ife cailse severely obese per-' 
sons to lose weight, the choles- 
terol-lowering surgery leaves 
intact the major part of the 
smalf intestine. As a conse- 
quence, according to YeUin, 
patients do not lose weight and 
do not suffer the problems 
encountered by patients who 
have the more radical opera- 
tion. 

Bypassing the lower end of 
the small intestine causes the 
bile adds to be excreted. Bnt 
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because the body requires a 
certain amount of bole acids, 
the system is forced to draw 
on reserves of cholesterol 
stored in tissues to make more 
bile adds. 

The theory is that choleste- 
rol in the blood will be top- 
ped to make more bale adds, 
causing the level in blood to 
drop.

TOKYO, Dec. 31 (AP>- 
Japan wfld keep trying to at- 
tain the high economic growth 
Its trading partners hope will 
help them but government de- 
ficit spending must stop, Ja- 
panese Prime Minister Mhsay- 
ftshi Ohira said in a New 
Year's news conference.

Ohira said that he win send 
a special envoy to Washing- 
ton in January to discuss eco- 
nomic issues and the upcom- 
ing summit of advanced indus- 
trialized nations to be held in 
Tokyo at the end of June. 
He said, “1 hope the summit 
achieves something substan- 
tial” He reiterated Japan's 
desire to have Australia join 
the other seven nations that 
bave participated in previous 
summits. 

Ohira conceded that misun- 
derstandings arose when he 
said at a previous meeting 
with reporters that Japan

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German steel strike 
compromise proposed 


DUSSELDORF. West Ger- 
many, Dec. 31 (R) — A me- 
diator Saturday night put for- 
ward a compromise proposal 
aimed at ending a month-old 
strike in West Germany's steel 
industry. 

Friedhelm Fathmann, labor 
minister of North Rhine-West- 
phalia state, said after a meet- 
ing of employers and union 
representatives that both sides 
would examine the proposal 
within their own ranks before - 
meeting again next Wednes- 
day. 

Fathmann said he had pro- 
posed that night workers work 
up to three and half shifts 
fewer per year, for which they 
would be paid, that all wor- 
kers get three extra days holi- 
day, that day shift workers 
over 50 years old get two free 
paid shifts and that all work- 
ers receive a four per cent pay 
raise. 


About 80,000 workers are 
idle because of the strike and 
a retaliatory lockout in 16 steel, 
mills, mainly in the Ruhr. It is 
the first official strike in the 
industry for 50 years. 

The proposal would involve 
about 220.000 steel workers. 

While welcoming the propo- 
sal as worthy of discussion, 
the leader of the union’s nego- 
tiating team said plans to call 
out another 20,000 workers 
from three other factories next* 
Wednesday were not affected. 

The dispute has centered on 
the IG Metal Union's demand 
for the gradual introduction of 
a 35-hour . week in the indus- 
try. It Is also asking for a five 
per cent pay increase. 

The employers have offered 
extra holidays and a four per 
cent increase, but have said a 
shorter working week would 
price the steel industry out of 
"world markets. 


Israeli cabinet okays $16b budget 

TEL AVIV, Dec. 31 (R) — The Israeli cabinet Sunday 
approved a 1979 national budget totaling some SI 6 billion des- 
pite sharp opposition by ministers. The cabinet held three ses- 
sions to discuss the budget submitted by Finance Minker 
Suncha Ehrlich. Most ministers demanded larger sums for 
their departments. But Ehrlich refused to increase the budget, 
declaring that it would only add to the country’s already gallop- 
ing annual inflation rate of over 40 per cent. 

Spain, Mauritania in fishing accord 

MADRID, Dec. 31 (R.) — Spain will have to pay consid- 
erably more for fish it catches in Mauritanian waters next year 
under an agreement in principle reached here Saturday, Spanish 
Transport Minister Salvador Sanchez Teran said. He was com- 
menting on four days of tough negotiations here between 
Spanish and Mauritanian officials on a new filling agreement. 
The Mauritanian delegation complained that previous fishing 
agreements with Spain had been to their disadvantage and - 
demanded major changes, Sanchez said.

European companies in Zaire 
faee mineral industry takeover 


KINSHASA, Dec. 31 (R) — 
The 'Zairean parliament has 
urged the government to make 
Sozacom, the country's metals- 
marketiog agency, the only 
company responsible for pro- 
ducing and marketing Zaire’s 
minerals. 

It passed a resolution Safeir- 
day asking the cabinet to re- 
examine immediately aH ex- 
isting mining contracts between 
Zaire and foreign companies 

Members of parliament have 
said the present contracts tend 
to favor what they call the 
systematic pillaging of Zaire’s, 
mineral wealth, by foretgners- 


The British-Zaire Diamond 
Distributors Ltd. (Briimond) and 
the Belgian company, Societe 
Genera le des Minerals (SGM), 
came in for particularly strong 

attacks. . . 

. Parliament called four minis- 
ters before it last week for 
questioning about Zaire s eco- 
nomic crisis. Five ministers, in- 
cluding the prime minister, were 
questioned last month. 

Parliament tamed its ac- 
tion to the mining sector, which 
provides 85 per cent of Zaire's 
foreign exchange, when the 
government said that the coun- 
try’s economic problems stem- 


med from lack of foreign ex- 
change. 

Members specifically ques- 
tioned .the integrity and validity 
of the mining contracts with 
foreign countries. 

One asked the minister of 
mines why people in Zaire 
were dying of starvation wfaeo 
their country was the worid’s 
leading producer of cobalt and 
industrial diamonds. 

He wondered why neighbor- 
ing countries without Zaire's 
mineral wealthy did not have 
the sable foreign exchange prob- 
lems. and neither were their 
people suffering like those in 
Zaire.

Peking asks end to Taiwan confrontation 


PEKING, Dec. 31 (AP> — 
China announced Sunday an 
end to its 20-year bombard- 
ment of the nationalists' off- 
shore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu and proposed talks with 
Taiwan to halt the confron- 
tation between the two old 
enemies. 

ft said the military discus- 
sions could pave the way for 
economic, postal, cultural, 
sports, technological and tou- 
rist exchanges between Taiwan 
and the mainland. 

Hie alternate day bombard- 


ments of the smalt, heavily 
fortified islands, just off the 
China coast, began after an . 
unsuccessful 1958 communist 
attempt to batter them into 
submission. 

They are now less deadly 
than propoganda oriented, the 
shells usually stuffed with leaf- 
lets pleading for a return to 
the motherland. The nationa- 
list garrison replies in kind. 

The announcement was con- 
tained in a New Year’s mes- 
sage to Taiwan “compatriots” 
from the Standing Committee 


of the National People’s Con- 
gress, which met Dec. 26.

Prime minister suggests 


Pretoria may review ‘homelands 9 policy 


DURBAN, Dec. 31 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
suggested in his New Year's 
message Sunday that his govern- 
ment is prepared to reformulate 
the “homelands” idea, the cor- 
nerstone of South Africa's 
apartheid policy. 

In the prime minister's annual 
address to the nation, Botha 
said, “we shall have to deter- 
mine whether the freedom and 
the different black peoples 
around us are all coveting really 
is in proper relation to the roun- 
ded off consolidation of their 
free land areas.” 

He said the government 
would be prepared to consult 
with academic and economic 
leaders, and then with black 
leaders, “to determine the facts 
m a practical way.” 

But Botha rejects opposition 
calls for a national convention 
to plot South Africa's future, 
saying this would create “con- 
fusion and chaos." 

The prime minister, who took 
office last October, gave no 
indication what dispensation 
could replace the current po- 
licy, formulated in the early 
1960b by the late Prime Minis- 
ter Hendrik Verwoerd. 

Under that plan. South Af- 
rica's 19 million blacks are as- 


signed to tribal homelands 
slated for eventual indepen- 
dence. Critics say the policy is 
used to justify denying the 
blacks political and economic 
rights in the 87 per cent of 
South Africa tfiat is regarded 
as the domain of the 4.4 mil- 
lion whites. 

Two of the homelands' Tran- 
skei and Boptuuhatswana, have 
already gained “independence,” 


although that independence is 
internationally ignored- The 
world community and most 
educated blacks in South Africa 
reject the homelands policy as 
a gimmick to perpetuate white 
power.

Bird said Hess has been a 
prisoner since his 1941 flight 
to Scotland and the United 
States should refuse to be a 
party to such an “act of in- 
humanity.” 

Bird, warden at Spandau 
from 1964 to 1972, has been 
campaigning for years for the 
release of Hess, the only Nazi 
leader sti# held in the prison 
run by the Americans.

He said these nations might 
seek stability “by cooperating 
with us in the south.”
